Thomas W. Watson, who has served as city manager 
for more than seven years, has resigned to reenter private business. He 
is succeeded by William H. Reeves of Pasadena, who takes office September 
lst. 





San Rafael, Calif. Herbert K. Brainerd, city building expert in the 
office of city engineer of San Francisco has been appointed city manager, 
thus reviving the position held by F. J. Boland from August, 1915 until he 
resigned to go to war in 1917, at which tim: the office was abolished.
